The Prem ier continued: “ W e ought 


to be able to state clearly and defi­ 


nitely not only the 
principles 
for 


which we fight, but the definite ap­ 


plication to the war map of the world. 


We itave arrived at the most critical 


hour and before any government takes 
the fateful decision as to the condi­ 
tions under which it ought to term i­ 
nate or continue the struggle, it should 
be satisfied that the conscience of the 
nation is behind tile condition. 
Mr. Lloyd George fcaid that during 
the lust few days he had taken spec­ 
ial pains to ascertain the views and 
attitudes of representative men of all 
sections of thought in the country. 
“ W e are not fighting a w ar of ag­ 
gression against the German people,” 
declared the Premier. “ Our wish is 
| not to destroy Germany’s great posi­ 
tion in the world, but to turn her 
aside from aims of m ilitary domina­ 
tion to devote her strength to bene­ 
ficial tasks.” 
The Prem ier continued

declaration that Great Britain was not 
fighting to take Constantinople from 
Turkey nor destroy Austria-Hungary.
